Riley, In adopting th Hoosier dialect,
and Rurns. in using the Scotch dialect
almost exclusively when he aimed at
the human heart direct, appeared to
recognize this quality.

It can be established from a survey
of good literature that those poems
which go most directly to the innermost
recesses of whatever organ iu the human
body contains the emotions, which stir
sadness and longing and pity aud sym-
pathy to their farthest depths, aie dia-
lect poems. Poems with the polish of
the academies lack the quality of going
straight to the heart as a dialect poem
has it. Compare an inferior passage
from Rurns with a magnificent passage
from Tennyson, loughly parallel:

Thero has fallen a splendid tear
Prom Ire nation itoner at tho pate.

She la coining, my dole, my
She la comlnjr. my life, my fate.

The red rope cries. "She N near, sh-- !s n"ar."
And the while rose weeps, she t late."

The larlcsjur "I liar. I hear."
And the III) whimpers. "I v.alt."

The coiden hours on arsel wln;snew o'er me and m dearie.
To- - dear to me as l"jht and life

Was rny sweet lliehland Jla
Rtirns's simple "dearie" goes laithor

toward the heart than Tennyson's dove,
dear, life and fate.

The cau:e of this advantage of dialect
may lie in the impression which dialect
gives of utter abandon to the full sweep
of an emotion. It gives the effect to the
reader that the poet has forgotten ev orj --

thing, all the work and the care and the
culture of his art. in the great passion
that holds him; that, without knowing
or caring, lie has gone back lo the lust
language he babbled, burjing eviry-thin- g

blindly, sweepingly, lecklc-ssi- m
the storm of emotion.

The academic poet seems to the leader
in his moments of wildest passion to be
under a conscious seif-eontr- which will
keep him from violating the amenities,
lie speaks trippingly on Ihe tongue and
in the aery torrent, tempest and whirl-
wind of his passion lie seems still to be
striving more for a temperance that
shall give smoothness than for the ob-

ject of his desire.

It would have pleased the American
